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cA Sermon on Gift of “Gongues 


By Rev. L. E. Hall of Chattanooga, Tenn. Replied to By Evangelist Sam C. Perry 


(This reply was written by request of Chattanooga Daily News, for publication) 


I am complying with a request to re- 
ply to the above sermon. All that I have 
to say is in a spirit of kindness to my 
opponent and with a desire to promote 
truth only. It is not possible in so short 
a time, and in the limited space, to cover 
the subject fully, but I will endeavor to 
answer this question, “Do all speak with 


tongues?” 
We do not teach people to seek 
tongues as Rev. Hall charges. We do 


teach them to seek the Lord and tarry 
for the baptism of the Holy Ghost, and 
that when He comes in He will take care 
of the speaking in tongues. We disclaim 
the name of “Tongues Movement.” It is 
the Holy Ghost movement. It is He who 
transforms men’s lives and fills them with 
power for living and service, and He 
speaks. The speaking in tongues is not 
the main issue by any means, but in all 
f.irness we demand a reasonable consid- 
eration of the subject. 

HOW THE HOLY GHOST COMES IN 

Rev. Hall says, ‘There is a vast differ- 
ence between receiving the Holy Ghost 
and the gifts of the Spirit.” That is true. 
He further says, “It is true that there 
was a manifestation of tongues on the 
day of Pentecost, at the initial entering 
in of the Holy Ghost.” Certainly, and 
that was not the gift of tongues, but 
that initial sign of His coming in, Jesus 
said, “When he comes he will testify of 
me” (John 15:26). And so He did. As 
the disciples were filled, they spoke with 
tongues as the Spirit gave utterance 
(Acts 2:4), and so at Cornelius’ house- 
hold it was known that the Gentiles had 
received the gift of the Holy Ghost, 
“For they heard them speak with tongues 
and magnify God” (Acts 10:46), and at 
Ephesus, “They spake with tongues and 
prophesied” (Acts 19:6). 

Now this is not the gift of tongues, 
but that manifestation of tongues that 
accompanies the incoming of the Holy 
Ghost, “The manifestation of the Spirit is 
given to every man” (1 Cor. 12:7), but 
the gifts are not so, but “to every man 
severally as he will” (1 Cor. 12:11). 
The gifts of the Spirit are to be used 
with regul-tion according to Paul in 1 
Cor. 14, but for the manifestation of 
tongues accompanying the incoming of 
the Holy Ghost, - no such regulation is 
given, 

Notice, the instructions given by St. 
Paul in 1 Cor. 12 and 14 are in connec- 
tion with “gifts” and “in the church,” 
and we accept this, but this certainly 


does not apply to Acts 2:4; 10:46; 19:6, 
where the people were filled with the 
Holy Ghost and spake with tongues “as 
the Spirit gave utterance.” 

Please note the difference in the gifts 
that may be used at will by the possessor 
—healing, tongues, prophecy, etc. One 
having the gift of tongues may speak at 
will, just as one possessing the gift of 
healing may exercise it at will in praying 
for and ministering to the sick, and it is 
the gifts that are to be regulated, as 
Paul directs, to avoid confusion, and not 
the manifestation of tongues which is 
witnessed when the Holy Ghost comes in. 

Certainly the signs spoken of in Mark 
16 are general, and are to follow the 
body of be.ievers in general, and the rush- 
ing mighty wind and tongues of fire 
might or might not reappear with the 
reception of the Holy Ghost. But Jesus 
declared th.t the Holy Ghost would tes- 
tify when He came, His coming at Pente- 
cost was His first appearing for the set- 
ting of the standard of the new dispensa- 
tion. Is it not reasonable that in so doing 
He would have set a pattern for all time? 
Then what wes that pattern? They all 
spake with tongues, the whole one hun- 
dred and twenty, “‘as the Spirit gave ut- 
terance.” Then why object to the scrip- 
tural pattern? 

But Rev. Hall says they spake with 
tongues on the day of Pentecost in order 
that they might give the gospel to that 
mixed multizude. Can that be? Let us 
see who is that mixed multitude. “And 
there were dwelling <t Jerusalem Jews, 
devout men, out of every nation under 
heaven” (Acts 2:5). Now listen, the 
whole company of one hundred and 
twenty is speaking in tongues (vs. 4). 
Read vs. 6, “Now when this was noised 
abroad the multitude came _ together.” 
What was noised abroad? The outpouring 
of the Holy Ghost with the speaking ir 
tongues. Sure'y these apostles would not 
begin to preach before the people c:me 
together. Notice what this multitude 
said while hearing the speaking in 
tongues, ‘““We do hear them speak in our 
tongues the wonderful works of God,” 
and they were all amazed, and were in 
doubt, saying one to another, “What 
meaneth this?” They knew that whet 
they heard was genuine, but it was not 
under this speaking that they got saved, 
but Peter stood up and delivered the ser- 
mon of the day, not in tongues, but in 
that common language that they all 
knew. “All Israel,” “men of Judea,” “sll 


ye that dwell at Jerusalem,” and those 
“Jews, devout men, from every nation 
under heaven,” are addressed. The sign of 
tongues got their attention, and now they 
are ready to hear Peter’s sermon, at the 
end of which it is said, “Then they that 
giadly received his word were baptized, 
and the same day there were added unto 
them about three thousand souls,” vs. 41. 

Rev. Hall says, “This is the true gift 
of tongues” with the “directions of Paul 
concerning gifts lifted.” Is it not plain 
that these people were saved, not under 
the speaking in tongues at <ll, but under 
Peter’s sermon, in which the whole thing 
was explained? One hundred and twenty 
“preaching in tongues” at once? No, 
never, they spake in tongues at the in- 
coming of the Holy Ghost, as at Cor- 
nelius’ house (Acts 10:46), and Ephesus 
(Acts 19:6), which is the scziptural pat- 
tern for receiving the Holy Ghost, and 
this is not that gift of tongues which is 
to be regulated 2s in 1 Cor. 14. 

It may be objected that there was no 
speaking in tongues at Samaria when the 
Iloly Ghost was received (Acts 8:17), 
but the effect produced on Simon the 
sorcerer when he saw the manifestation 
of the Holy Ghost is evidence th:t there 
may have been speaking in tongues. And 
some of the early fathers are quoted as 
saying that the Samaritans did speak in 
tongues on this occasion. 

Then, if in the four places where the 
record of the outpouring of the Holy 
Ghost is given (Acts 2:4; 8:17; 10:46; 
19:6), three state definitely that they 
speak with tongues, and with the fourth 
(8:17) leaving a reasonable inference 
that they did, are we not on the safest 
ground that can be occupied, in claiming 
that all who receive the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost will speak in tongues? As- 
suming then that Acts 2 is God's pattern 
for all time, here is God's promise, “Ye 
sh-ll receive the gift of the Holy Ghost. 
For the promise is unto you, and your 
children, and all that are afar off, even 
as many as the Lord our God shall call,” 
Acts 2:38, 39. 

Rev. Hall further connects the thought 
of speaking in tongues with satanic ac- 
tivities -nd demon possession. But why? 
This great host of people who believe thar 
the Holy Ghost is for all the children of 
God today, and that He will manifest 
Himself in the same power when He 
comes as He did in the early church, and 
that the speaking in tongues is a part of

If the impending war in Ethiopia is 
localized, Palestine will have great pros- 
perity, but if the war spreads, immigra- 
tion to Palestine may cease entirely, Dr. 
Philip Joseph of Tel-aviv, expert on 
Near-east political economy, now tour- 


ing in the U. S., says. 

Because of Palestine’s importance as a 
British base for both the Mediterranean 
and the Red Sea, Dr. Joseph said it may 
become the scene of Anglo-Italian rival - 
ry for supremacy. 

If the war is localized, even greater 
prosperity is expected in Palestine because 
supplies will be required and the situation 
of Palestine is such that the merchants 
of Palestine will be able to fill much of 
the demand.—Prophecy.

OR other foundation can no man lay 
than that is laid, which is JESUS 
CHRIST.”

How I do abhor the petty theories of 
men which have been preferred to DI- 
VINE truth, with its integral doctrine 
of profound salvation from the corrup- 
tion of sin, and the guarantee of an ever- 
lasting life in realms of immortal glory. 
Where may the soul of man seek for 
such consoling words among the literary 
works of man as: “..... Wherefore he is 
able also to save them to the UTTER- 
MOST (entire, complete, wanting noth- 
ing), that come unto God by him” 
(Christ) , Heb, 7:25; also, “..... to him 
that overcometh will I give to eat of the 
tree of life, which is in the midst of the 
paradise of God,” Rev. 2:7? 

Among the writings and myriad com- 
pilations of books, past, present, and fu- 
ture subjects, will you find relief for 
your present distress, or hope for your 
eternal destiny as the above passages of 
scripture? In the Bible alone is given the 
prescription remedy for our wretched 
state in the “first man Adam,” plus an 
assurance of an “inheritance incorrupti- 
ble, and undefiled, and that fadeth not

(1 Pet. 1:4), regained in the “second 
man Adam” (the Lord from glory). This 
revelation of truth is the “GIBRAL- 
TAR” of the ages.

We detest unfounded theories, but al- 
ways we should pity the poor unfor- 
tunates who allow themselves to be per- 
suaded contrary to the great record of 
God’s Bible.

I 
always endeavor to practice friendliness 
to all men. And I really believe that the 
Pharisees of Christ’s day would promptly 
accuse me also of being, “..... a friend 
of publicans and sinners,” however, not to 
the extent that I might jeopardize my 
Christian character. The world is so sadly 
in need of that Friend that “... sticketh 
closer than a brother...” And after all, 
what are we but His ambassadors? 

The little Jew of Germany, Professor 


Einstein, recently hurled a bombshell into 
the literary world that exploded, and all 
but wrecked, many libraries filled with 
scientific research and mathematical cal- 
culations designed to disprove the FACT 
that God only is omniscient and omni- 
present, and that “SPACE” may be 
measured by the scientific instruments 
and “toys” of men. The little professor 
says: “SPACE cannot be measured.” We 
would modify his statement, to say that 
“SPACE” cannot be measured, AT

Now with this explosion _ still rever- 
berating through the halls of earthly 
knowledge, comes another, one of their 
own “champions” too. Captain Bernard 
Acworth, British scientist, took two 
foxes, tied their tails together (Samson 
style), with a blazing firebrand in the 
midst between their two tails, placing 
them on either side of that long and 
VERY DRY row of corn called “EVO- 
LUTION,” in that same old field of 
science, Is it burning? It’s just about 
burned out. Now isn’t that a sad thing? 
What shall we now do to our school 
boys and girls, who have learned all the 
many intricate complexities ot that Dar- 
win monkey story? and our homogeneous 
little friend with four feet or four 
hands (which?) endowed with natural 
acrobatic skill (especially in a tree) ? Will 
he blush when he learns that he is to be 
divorced from the “root:and branch” of 
the family tree? To deny the poor little 
monkey that “enviable” position as a lit- 
tle lost brother of Dillinger and Al Ca- 
pone, only left behind in the remote ages 
of the past by the mad rush and scram- 
ble of our progenitors to get out of the 
“fish pond”; leaving him there with the 
other TAD POLES, to emerge thousands 
of years later as the drawfed and mis- 
shapen thing that he is. To deny him kin- 
ship now, what a tragedy! However, he 
is to be relegated to the rear again; back 
into the coconut tree, poor fellow! Now 
why not suggest that this latest docu- 
ment on this primary subject be con- 
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cealed or kept back from the little fellow 
for a few more years? Maybe the news 
should be broken to him gently. Never- 
theless, genius seems to be merciless; so 
we have the following from Captain Ac- 
worth’s recent book, “The Tragedy of 
Evolution.” The theory of organic evolu- 
tion has been widely accepted in spite of 
the fact that it has never been proved. 
But Captain Acworth states very em- 
phatically his rejection of the whole 
scheme.

E SHALL take for our text, He- 

brews 11:5: “By frcith Enoch was 
translated that he should not see death; 
and was not found, because God had 
transl. ted him: for before his translation 
he had this testimony, that he pleased 
God.” 

There <re two lives to live: a life with 
God, and a life without God. Through 
the corridors of time, men have spoken 
forth their convictions; they have given 
expressions of their dieties. Men have 
bowed before altars and sought the par- 
dons of priests. They have confessed their 
sins and wrongs to men, and have sub- 
mitted to wooden images, Why have men 
done this? The answer is, th:t there was 
a religious conviction within them that 
propelled them forward in life. They be- 
lieved that these unknown’ gods had 
great power and were indued with super- 
wisdom. Wrapped in ignorance of thz 
true and living God, they wandered 
about on the shores of time, as dumb and 
driven cattle, seeking a justification for 
their sins and wrongs. 

There can be no justification of the 
sins that are daily committed by humani- 
ty, except thru the Lamb of God, who 
was wickedly slain on the cross. Men’s 
fears can be abated, only as they submit 
themselves to the everl:sting Savior of 
mankind. There is no need of an intelli- 
gent race of people being ignorant of the 
wonderful Lord that so sweetly gave His 
life blood, that the world should know of 
a truth the power of God to save and re- 
deem the lost race from bonds of sin and 
ignorance, 

The life that is lived with God as the 
leader, is a life that has the peace of 
Heaven abiding with it. It can be com- 
pared to the harmonious notes of a well- 
tuned musical instrument. The perfect 
rhythm of love, service, and content- 
ment flows unceasingly from the life of 
the man that has himself keyed up with 
the station of Heaven, and listening in 
on instructions thet are hurled from 
love’s broadcasting station, “the throne 
of God.” 

God is with man. We hear the words 
of the immaculate Son of God as He is 
preparing to go and be taken by the 
enemies of the cause of God, as referring 
to the Holy Ghost: “But ye know him; 
for he dwelleth with you, and shall be in 
you.” We read again: “And when he is 
come, he will reprove the world of sin, 
and of righteousness, and of judgment.” 
There is an experience with God referred 
to by Jesus in John, that gives us a 


heavenly influx of joy, that can never be 
told or harped by angels. This comes as 
the special anointing of God. Jesus re- 
ferred to it as the Comforter. We read 
in John: “For if I go not zway, the Com- 
forter will not come unto you; but if I 
depart, I wiil send him unto you.” 

We read in the Acts of the Apostles, 
the second chapter and beginning with 
the first verse, these words: ““And when 
the day of Pentecost was fully come, they 
were with one accord in one place. And 
suddenly there came a sound from heaven, 
as of a rushing mighty wind, and it filled 
all the house where they were sitting. 
And there appe:red unto them cloven 
tongues, like as of fire, and it sat upon 
each of them: and they were all filled 
with the Holy Ghost, and began to speak 
with other tongues, as the Spirit gave 
them utterance.” Then and there was 
fulfilied the promise of Jesus—that He 
would send :nother Comforter. The dis- 
ciples of Christ had to have the Holy 
Ghost to journey with God. Is it no 
necessary that the Christians of this age 
have it to journey with God, as the dis- 
ciples of Jesus Christ of that age? 


So long as God is leader of His people, 
there is no chance of their going wrong. 
What a wonderful thing it is to have 
some one to wzlk with, to talk to, as we 
journey thru life; and throughout the 
years of our life on earth, drink in tne 
sweetest of the celestial cit~ shat is hid- 
den from the eye of man, but revealed to 
the children of God, by the Spirit of God. 

A man’s life is dry and hollow without 
God. There is no sweet intercourse that 
fills each empty moment with the noblesz 
inspirations of life. The same Christ that 
walked with the apostles on the shores 
of old G lilee is willing to be our com- 
panion through the mystic journey of 
life. Journeying with God is as natural 
as the rising of the sun in the morning 
and the shooting forth of its tender and 
brilliant rays, but the journey that is 
plodded without the spotless Son of God, 
is a journey that must end up on the 
rocks. We must say as David of old: 
The Lord is the rock of my salvation; in 
him will I trust.” As long -s we make 
God our refuge and rock, millions might 
fall around us, but not a hair of our head 
will be harmed. 

In order to make life a success, it takes 
journeying with God. I do not mean the 
accumulation of wealth when I speak of 
success. I mean that fin-] decision of 
God at the end of this Christian dispen- 
sation, when Jesus shall act as judge and 
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give every man his reward, according to 
his works. The record of God is being 
kept as we journey each day thru life. 
And at the final day, we shall not be 
awarded for the high social position that 
we might hold, or because we are a money 
king, but from those things we have ac- 
tually done, whether good or evil. Only 
thru being constantly associated with 
God and His Son, Jesus Christ, c:n we 
ever hope to keep a spotless record and 
be qualified to enter the city of long 
cherished dreams. 

As we read in the Book of Beginners: 
“And Enoch walked with God and he 
was not, for God took him.” As Paul 
tells us in Hebrews, “Enoch was trans- 
lated that he should not see death—for 
before his translation he had this testi- 
mony, that he pleased God.” Each day a» 
Enoch journeyed thru life he did only 
those things that were pleasing in the 
sight of God. Asa result of Enoch’s 
righteousness, the chariots of Israel came 
after him and wafted him away to the 
heavenly world, where he awaits his time 
to come to earth again, in the very last 
days, as a prophet of God. I assume that 
there w.s somewhat of a disturbance 
around the tent of Enoch that night, 
when he was reported missing. Probably 
a diligent search was made for him; but 
behold, he had been stolen away by the 
wonderful, working power of God. Death 
had no dominion over Enoch, for he 
pleased God. Death can h.ve no dominion 
over any one that walks or journeys with 
God, and does only those things that are 
p-easing in His sight. 

There are two reasons for living—to 
live to make a life, and to live to live a 
life. You mzy ask me why I made that 
statement. My answer is: when one lives 
to make a life, he prepares himself by 
seeking God, and in every way trains 
himself that he might be a better citizen. 
He-eliminates all things that are dead 
weights to him and thct are hindering 
him in his journey with God. That is, he 
strives to make the world a happier place 
to live in, and his community the finest 
in the state, The other reason for living 
is to get as much out of life as one can 
in the form of riotous pleasures. He‘ neg- 
lects his education and salv-tion. Just an 
everyd-y livelihood is all he wishes for. 
He does not desire to see his community 
grow, and the citizenry of the state grow 
and become enlarged mentally, physically, 
and religiously. He is as a canker worm, 
eating into the vite] core of life’s ideals, 
and deadening the inspiration of living. 
When a person is journeying with God, 
he is living to make a life, and not to live 
a life. 

Now in order to journey with God, 
one must be acquainted with God. With- 
out there be an acquaintance formed wit). 
God by man, men has no knowledge 2f 


e 
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God. For a man to be in agreement and 
fellowship with God, he must know God, 
and the ways of God.” How can two 
walk together except they agree in one? 
It is impossible to do so. Man’s ways used 
to be God’s ways, but now it is alto- 
gether different. Man has wandered from 
the holy w: ys of God, and ever since the 
transgression of Adam, man’s ways have 
been perverse to the ways of God. To 
walk with God, man must adopt His 
ways and live as He instructs him to. 

For man to know God, he first must 
repent. Repentence means a revolution of 
our thoughts, minor opinions, and petty 
doctrines, and the willingness to adopt 
God’s ways or standard of living. To 
know God is to love Him. To not know 
Him is to hate Him. It is just as reasona- 
ble to say that you hate a fellow you do 
not love, as to say, you love a person that 
you do not know. So before you start 
journeying with God, it is of vit<! im- 
portance that you obtain a complete 
knowledge of the man Jesus Christ and 
follow in His precepts and pathway. Re- 
pentence will start you on your journey. 
Want you begin today? “Today is the day 
of salvation.” 

It is of equal importznce that you be- 
come separated from the world and the 
things of the world in order to journey 
with God. As the Apostle John said: “He 
that loveth the world and the.things of 
the world the love of God is not in him.” 
It takes the forsaking of the sinful things 
of this world in order to be a spotless 
Christian. The free intercourse of God’s 
love cannot flow where there is a desire 
in one’s life to follow in the grooves of 
the world’s evil broadway. Flee things of 
the world and let us journey with the 
spotless Son of God. 

As Paul w:s on his way to Damascus, 
he first began his journey with God. 
When the heavenly light shone all around 
him, its dazzling gleams blinding him, 
Paul was set forth on a journey with God 
that carried him over foreign lands, 
thru unknown waters, and exalted his 
name above the name of any man of that 
age. Paul still lives. Not only does his 
soul live with God in paradise, but he 
still lives among the thousands of church 
goers; his name and works are used daily 
by the thousands of preachers that appear 
before teeming audiences of people ll 
over the world. His works are living ex- 
amples to many, that inspire them, and 
urge them forward to renewed efforts 
of Christian endeavor. 

Paul traveled over the rugged sea of 
life, underwent great hardships, perils and 
unaccountable d ngers. He did it all that 
he might pursue the more excellent way. 
His works are registered in heaven, and 
he is the greatest Christian hero and 
leader that the world bears record of. Paul 
did not just happen to be elevated to such

a high position in the Church of God. 
Things do not happen that wzy. He got 
there thru work, study and godly leader- 
ship. Read what he has to say about voca- 
tional ambition: “Know ye not that they 
which run in a race, run all, but one re- 
ceiveth the prize? So run, that you may 
obtain. And every man that striveth fer 
the mastery is temperate in all things.” 
And again, we read in Second Timothy, 
2:5, ““And if a man also strive for mas- 
teries, yet is he not crowned, except he 
strive lawfully.” 

The preceding readings from P.ul’s 
writings give us a clear and concise pic- 
ture of how we must work in life in or- 
der to get the most out of life. Paul was 
referring to the worldly vocations and to 
the seckers of the material crowns of life. 
If it is so important to watch our steps 
and clsely guard our lives in striving for 
n:aterial crowns, how much more impor- 
t:nt and urging is it that we be very 
careful about our heavenly crowns, lest 
we run in vain a race that means every- 
thing after death to us. We are preparing 
our own condemnation; we are spinning 
the web th-t shall entangle us; or, we are 
sowing the spiritual seed of Christly liv- 
ing, and thereby constructing a home in 
the City of God that will take more than 
a mere hurricane to tear down. This life 
is On.y a preparatory place to make ready 
for the greater life. If we fail to make 
the sufficient preparation, I wonder 
where we shall appear at the final day 
of judgment. 

The last scene that we get of Paul is 
when he is in that old jail over at Rome. 
This is just before he was behe:ded by 
the merciless Nero. I see old Paul with 
his long locks of gray hair falling about 
his shoulders, as he is addressing his final 
letter to his son in the gospel, Timothy. 
I can, in an imaginary picture, see his 
knotty hands, hardened by harsh and 
cruel exposure, :s they slowly finger the 
paper and pen. He begins his letter: “To 
my son, Timothy.’’ He comes on down 
and writes about his approaching depar- 


‘ture, “I am ready to be offered, and the 


time of my departure is at hand. I have 
fought a good fight, I have finished my 
course, I have kept the f:ith: henceforth 
there is laid up for me a crown of 
righteousness, which the Lord, the 
righteous judge, shall give me at that 
day: and not to me only, but unto all 
them also that love his appearing.” He 
finished, and just in time, for the voice 
of the jailer rang out: “Paul, P:ul. Get 
ready. Your time has come.” “I am 
ready. Come and get me. I have longed 
for this day to come. Thank God, I shall 
soon be in paradise.” That night there 
was a ringing of bells in He-ven, and 
sweet songs of angels rang out—Paul had 
come home. 

As Paul went home to glory, so do I 
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want to go. The day is coming when you 
and I will go the way of all the others. 
Do we want death to have dominion over 
us? or, do we want to say <s the Apostle 
Paul did, “Oh death where is thy sting? 
Oh grave whee is thy victory’? It only 
takes journeying . with God until the 
clarion call is rung out. When the icy 
voice of death breaks the stillness of the 
day, and awakes the dormant desires for 
Heaven within me, I want to 7nswer as 
Paul did, that I am ready. Do you want 
to go a ong? If so, always use the secret 
that Enoch gives us. 
Enoch did only those things that were 
pleasing in the sight of God. If a thing 
did not please the Creator, he did not do 
it, or part ke of it. If we make use of the 
secret that Enoch gives us, there is noth- 
ing that will keep us from doing God’s 
will, and standing before Him with bold- 


ness at the final day.

BUFORD VOLLRATH 


LUKE 21:36 


Me is being said today concerning 
the rapture and the _ tribulation. 
Pease notice our text which rezds as fol- 
lows, “Watch ‘ye therefore, and pray al- 
ways, that ye may be accounted worthy 
to escape all these things that shall come 
to pass, and to stand before the Son of 
man.” Notice God’s blessing to those 
who watch <nd pray always. We find that 
Jesus spoke these words after He had 
ended a discourse concerning the destruc- 
tion of Jerusalem and the signs of His 
coming, etc. 


He was soon to be crucified at the 
time of this discourse and He gave His 
disciples the signs of His coming, both 
to catch away His saints and to reign one 
thousand years. Jesus tells them that Jeru- 
salem would be destroyed and trodden 
down by the Gentiles until the times of 
the Gentiles are fulfilled, and the Jews 
would be led away captive into all na- 
tions, and He further tells them that 
there would be signs in the sun, moon, 
stars, etc., distress of nations with per- 
plexity, men’s hearts failing them, the 
powers of he:ven shall be shaken and 
THEN shall the Son of man come in 
the clouds with power and_ great glory. 
Read Rev. 6:12-17. 


After this we find that Jesus begins to 
end His discourse by adding a parable of 
the fig tree so His disciples would more 
clear.y understand when this time of dis- 
tress would end and the kingdom of God 
come on earth. He says, ‘““When ye see 
the fig tree budding and putting forth 
leaves ye know th:t summer is nigh; like- 
wise when ye shall see all of these things 
come to pass, know ye that the kingdom 
of God is nigh at hand.” In Luke 21:32 
He says, “This generation shall not pass 
away until all these things be fulfilled.” 
After the trouble found in Luke 21:25- 
32 comes to pass He says, “Know ye that 
the kingdom of God is nigh zt hand,” 
then He says, ““Take heed to yourselves 
lest at any time your hearts be over- 
charged with surfeiting and drunkenness 
and cares of this life, and so that day 
come upon you unaware, for as a snare 
shall it come upon all that dwell upon 
the earth: Watch ye therefore and pray 
always that ye may be accounted worthy 
to escape <Il these things that shall come 
to pass, and stand before the Son of man.” 
This proves that when these things that 


we are found worthy to escape are ful- 
filled the kingdom of God shall come, or 
Christ’s reign of a thousand years. Read 


Dan. 2:44; 7:18-27. 

Notice Matt. 24:37-41. “But as the 
days of Noe were so also shall the com- 
ing of the Son of man be, for as in the 
days that were before the flood they 
were eating and drinking, marrying and 
giving in marriage, until the day that Noe 
entered into the ark, and knew not until 
the flood came and took them all away; 
so shali also the coming of the Son of 
man be. Then shall two be in the field, 
the one shall be taken and the other left; 
two women shall be grinding at the mill, 
the one shall be taken and the other left.”’ 
“As the days of Noe were so shall also 
the coming of the Son of man be.” In 
the days before the flood the people were 
drinking and marrying until Noe entered 
the ark and they knew not that the flood 
was coming until it came, and Jesus says 
it will be like this when He comes. He 
s ys that day shall come as a snare upon 
al that dwell upon earth. Luke 21:35. 

God told Noe He was going to send a 
fiood and He commanded him to pre- 
pare an ark for the saving of him and his 
family. God has alwzys had a way pre- 
pared whereby His obedient children 
could escape destruction. The children of 
Israel escaped death by putting blood on 
the doorposts in Egypt. Lot and some of 
his people escaped destruction by obey- 
ing, so we know God has provided a way 
whereby we also can esc:pe this day of 
destruction if we are obedient, Noe 
obeyed God and God saved him and his 
family from being destroyed, so Jesus 
says it will be like this when He comes. 


Dear readers, we are living in the days 
of the coming of the Son of man for 
people are eating, drinking, marrying, 
etc., loving pe sures more than God. 2 
Tim. 3:1-5. People are now living as 
they were before the flood. God is of fer- 
ing those who watch and pray always a 
chance to escape the day of His wrath 
which shali come a short time before 
Christ reigns on earth. If Noe had not 
obeyed God, he, like the rest, would have 
been destroyed. When he got the ark pre- 
pared he and his family and a pair of ev- 
ery beast, b'rd, etc. had p-ssed inside, God 
sent the flood. Jesus has gone to prepare 
us a mansion and the Holy Ghost is in 
the world guiding znd helping us to obey 
God by watching and praying so we will 
be worthy to escape the day of His 
wrath. After Noe got the ark finished 
the flood came, so when the Holy Ghost 
comp!etes the ark (or a people to escape 
the tribulation and be the bride of 
Christ), Christ will come and_ catch 
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them away far above the storm (or trib- 
ulation). After the flood was over Noe 
and his family, etc., went forth from the 
ark. After the tribulation is over God’s 
people will come back to earth with 
Christ to reign a thousand years. 

To further prove that some of the 
saints will escape the tribulation, notice 
Rev. 6:12, 17; 2 Thess. 2:8. Here you 
will find why these men hid themselves, 
etc. When will this sixth seal be opened? 
Read the answer in Matt. 24:29, 30. In 
Rev. 19:11-17 you will find where Christ 
is coming on a white horse and in right- 
eousness He doth judge and make war. 
Verse 15 of this chapter shows that 
Christ shall at this time smite the nations 
and rule them with a rod of iron. In 
connection with this, please notice Rev. 
3:8-10. Notice the open door which 
surely must be the door of esczpe. This 
door is not the same door mentioned in 
St. John 10:1 for this door here was 
opened to sinners and the door in Rev. 
3:8-10 is opened before Christians. The 
word “before” means in front of. Some 
may ask, Who will escape the tribulation? 
Our text says it will be the ones who 
watch and pray. Read in connection with 
this subject 1 Thess. 5:1-7; Matt. 25:1- 
14; Rev. 12; Isa. 26:20, 21. I sm sure 
we, as God’s children, will have trials and 
persecutions as long as we stay in this 
world, and doubtless some will be put in 
prison and killed before Christ catches 
away His bride. According to Rev. 12, 
the woman represents the Church of God 
which shall be in trav-il and pained to 
deliver her man child, which represents 
the raptured saints. Travail here means 
great persecucion. I say by the authority 
of God’s Word that if we will watch and 
pray and obey God, we will esczpe the 
time known as Jacob’s troubles, and all 
these things mentioned in our text known 
also as the last week of the seventy weeks 
of the prophecy of Daniel, which Jesus 
calls the great tribulation. Matt. 24:21.

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PREPARATION 
By D. B. HatTFIeELp 


Preparation is one of the most impor- 
tant and most needful things in life. Ic 
should have and must have our sincere 
and undivided ;ttention. The person who 
neglects this great duty shall surely suf- 
fer the consequences, and very often 
through embarrassment. 

Many have suffered the consequences 
of severe criticism and slight remarks re- 
garding their method of conducting’ their 
religious services, due to the fact that 
they have failed to comply with Paul’s 
admonition to Timothy, “Study to show 
thyself . pproved unto God, a workman 
that needeth not to be ashamed, rightly 
dividing the word of truth.” 

A pitiable and deplorable sight it is to 
see a minister a day or two before the 
week-end fumbling and fretting about his 
sermon for the coming Sunday service. 
The hour has arrived for the minister of 
God to deliver a message of truth. A large 
audience with hungry hearts is waiting 
for the minister at the regular place of 
worship, thinking he has been living in 
that atmosphere where he could locate the 
inind of God regarding the need of his 
people. But instead, in many cases, the 
minister has failed to give time to prayer 
and preparation of his sermon, <nd in this 
condition (unprepared) he steps behind 
the sacred desk, perhaps not feeling his 
responsibility as strongly as he should 
but rather because it is his appointment. 
He takes his text and begins his message 
without a definite aim in view, and is 
much like boys swimming under water. 
You see them when they dive off the 
text, -nd then you see them when they 
bob up at the “amen,” but all through 
the sermon you lose sight of them, be- 
cause they have failed to spend time in 
preparation. Such preaching has no ef- 
tect upon the audience, and will fail to 
produce conviction upon the heart, 
therefore, it is of no interest scarcely to 
any one. It is not acceptzble and approved 
by .God. 

Perhaps you will class me as a critic, 
but to criticize is not one time intended 
by the writer, unless it would be in an 
instructive way. I feel sure that this 
message is in harmony with the Word of 
God. Reason will teach us that every ser- 
mon delivered should have due considera- 
tion before it is introduced to the people. 

A minister who had pre ched a sermon 
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which he had not prayed about and pre- 
pared, said to another at the close of the 
service, “Did you know that I did not 
know what I was to preach about when 
I went into the pulpit this morning?” Of 
course, the other minister was honest, and 
he rep.ied, “Do you know that no one 
knew wht you had preached about after 
you had finished?”’ Many audiences can 
truthfully say to the preacher: “We 
know not whither thou goest, and how 
can we know the way?” 

In order to avoid doing injustice to 
our subject, also to our audience as well, 
let us give the proper time to the study 
of God’s Word, and the consecration of 
our heart, that we may be able to furnish 
that good and acceptable service to our 
Lord and Savior Jesus Christ. We have 
been forewarned to be forearmed. Let us 
take heed lest when called upon to give 
an account of our stewardship, immed- 
iately we discover that we are classed as an 
unprofitable servant, due to the fact that 
through our neglectfulness we have bur- 
ied our talent. Matt, 25:24-30. We do not 
mean by the above statements that the 
minister is the only one that should 
prepare for the work wherein he is called 
for there is a gre-t responsibility involved 
upon every true child of God. I believe 
we all have a talent that could and should 
be developed. 

Christ said, ‘The harvest truly is 
plenteous, but the labourers are few. 
Pray ye therefore the Lord of the harvest 
that he will send forth labourers into the 
harvest.” Matt. 9:37, 38. 

Lzborers are what God is asking for, 
therefore, He has asked that we pray for 
these laborers, and by this we under- 
stand that He desires for each of us to 
feel our individual responsibility and our 
part of the burden of carrying on the 
work of God successfully in this world. 
Remember, our success here depends 
largely upon our preparation to render 
our services in a successful way. 

At the present time all applicants for 
admission in the army are required to 
stipulate and agree to conform to all the 
ru.es and regulations made by the Board 
of Managers. They must willingly com- 
ply with the rules of militzry training 
and preparation. How much more should 
we give our special attention to the pre- 
paring of ourselves for the battles of life, 
and to be efficient soldiers of the cross, 
those who know how to use His sword 
successfully! Notice the advice given by 
Paul to Timothy, 1 Tim. 4:13-15, “Till 
I come, give attention to reading, to ex- 
hortation, to doctrine.” 


If reading was required in Timothy’s 
day, how can we feel safe when we fz il to 
acquaint ourselves with the knowledge of 
God’s Word which will stop the mouth of 
the gainsayer? The 14th verse says: ““Med- 
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itate upon these things, give thyself whol- 
ly (not in part) to them, that thy profit- 
ing may appear to all.” To be of service 
to others and to profit all, w-s Paul’s 
chief aim in life, But to be useful to 
others in life, Paul knew the remedy and 
thought himself capable of instructing, 
and I think we will do well, I mean well, 
to comply with his admonition. 

I do not wish to appear dogmatical, 
but will say that the time is coming and 
now is, when the world is locking for 
something more then a “Glory to God” 
and a “Hallelujah, Amen,” but rather for 
men and women who can expound the

that program, seek God in the scriptural 
way, of repentance, confession, and de- 
pending on Jesus and His atoning merits 
as their only hope. Is there any safer ap- 
proach to Jesus, or a surer way to re- 
ceive His blessings than this? Why think 
of satanic deception when seeking to 
conform to a plain scriptural pattern? Do 
not the scriptural teachings, practices, 
and experiences form a safe standard for 
God’s people of all time? 


Again, may I ask, how can any one be 
sure of having what was received in Acts 
2 if he rejects the speaking in tongues? 
and how can his word be authority on the 
subject? If you have not received, you 
simply do not know. And the idea ot 
Satan associating himself with and oper- 
ating in and through men and women 
who love prayer and the service of God, 
and who are prepzring for and expecting 
the coming of Jesus. If this be true he 
must have reformed somewhat, for in 
times past he did not so.
